Cleveland, Ohio, July 24—Scenes of 


wild disorder and violence last night 
in connection with the street car strike 
were succeeded this morning by marked 
quietness. The care were running on a 
half a dozen lines, but carried few pas- 
sengers. The city authorities were in 
conference all night, and as a result a 
call was sent out for more trooos. 


All the available military forca in 


Cleveland is under arms today, num- 
bering SOO. The mayor hopes with the 
increased force to- suppress any upris- 
ing. 
If SOO is not sufficient, *.hs governor 


will be asked for more. About 9 o'clock 
last night a suburban car was blown 
up, 15 miles east of Cleveland. The out- 
rage was not reported to the police un- 
til today. It was well fllls'l, mostly by 
women. The front end was raised from 
the ground and fell heavily. 
Several 


were cut by broken glass. 


Cleveland, July 24.—A Euclid avenue 


car, 
loaded with passengfers, 
was 


wrecked by an explosion 
of nitro- 


glycerine or gun-cotton, shortly .before 
11 o'clock last evening. 
Four persona 


were badly hurt, the names of the in- 
jured being Albert B. Fassett, F. A. 
Smith, Mrs. Harris and Mrs. E. C. Mar- 
tin. 


The explosion tore out the front end of 


the car, smashed all the windows and 
destroyed the brake. After considerable 
difficulty the car was stopped and a call 
for ambulances was 
sent out. The 


motorman, William Draggers, who came 
from Cincinnati, was daaed by the shock, 
but the conductor, Frank Schroeder of 
St Louis, escaped injury. 


The force of'the explosion was so great 


that it shook all the houses in the 
neighborhood and was heard for a dis- 
tance of two or three miles. There is no 
clue to the identity of the person who 
placed the explosive on the track. Per- 
sons living in the neighborhood say they 
saw a man in a buggy stop at the corner 
of Kensington street, where the ex- 
plosion occurred, and get out by the rail- 
road track. He remained there a short 
time and then drove rapidly away. 


In the vicinity of the Hoimden avenue 


barns last night there was continuous 
rioting for three or four hours. Every 
car that passed was attacked with stones 
arid several shots were fired. There was 
a lively fusillade at one time, the non- 
union crews returning the fire. The 
only person hurt was a woman who was 
shot in the finger as she stood in her 
doorway. The police made 25 arrests in 
the neighborhood. Rioting continued all 
along Broadway, and it took three 
squads of police as many hours to escort 
three cars a distance of four miles to the 
barns. Fifteen or 20 of the rioters were 
taken Into custody. 


Cars were started running as usual 


yesterday morning on all but one or two 
lines. The mobs were astir early. Soon 
after 10 o'clock a thousand or more 
persons gathered on Burton street and 
proceeded to obstruct the track. When 
a car came along with t\vo policemen 
on board, it was attacked with a shower 
of stones. In spite of the policemen, the 
non-union motorman and conductor 
were roughly handled. 
One of them 


had two ribs broken, and the otifer was 
badly bruised. 
One of' the policemen 


fired at the mob, the bullet striking a 
man named Wennick. 
The mob as- 


saulted the officers, both of whom were 
struck with stones, and, but for the 
intervention of a priest, the officers 
might have been lynched. By this tima 
three cars had been mixed up In the 
melee, and a patrol wagon load of po- 
lice arriving-, the rioters dispersed, anii 
the cars were taken back to the barns. 


In the afternoon a mob of 1000 con- 


ceived the idea of blocking the track on 
Orange street, by placing a big boulder 
In the middle of. the street and building 
a fire around it. The plan worked suc- 
cessfully, and the c&ra were,delayed 
for nearly an hour, when the police 
drove the rnob away. 
Three men were 


sent to the hospital with wounds made 
by policemen's clubs at the end of thla 
riot. 


As the result of the shooting of the 


driver of a grocery wason In South 
Brooklyn by a non-union conductor, the 
mayor of that village issued an order 
to the marshal to arrest all non-union 
conductors who carried concealed weap- 
ons. 
Every car was stopped and each 


conductor found with a revolver was ar- 
rested. 
All were subsequently bailed 


out by the company. 


A small not was started at the corner 


of Pearl street and Franklin avenue 
when a young woman struck a man wtvq 
asked her to board a non-union car. A 
crowd of union sympathizers stoned 
cars, and a squad of police finally 
cleared the streets. 


The company sent a note to the state 


board of arbitration declining: to ar- 
bitrate the differencto-, in .which it says: 
"This company fully appreciates the 
elncerity of your desire to brlns about 
a readjustment with its former em- 
ployes; bpffs to say that the men who 
went out on Monday last are not In the 
employ of the company, and there is 
nothing to negotiate about or to ar- 
bitrate."

A FEMININE IMPULSE. 


ARMY REVOLVER. 


Peculiarities of 'Weapon* Submitted 


For a. Competitive Test. 


The army is to have a new revolver. 


The revolver in use at present in the 
army is of the Colt make and was 
adopted several years ago. During the 
war with Spain much objection was 
raised to it, and the special hoard ap- 
pointed to inquire into the matter of 
changing the caliber, although they 
determined to retain the .38 caliber, 
decided that many changes in the re- 
volver were needed. It was finally de- 
cided to call for new types of weapons 
and to submit them to official test. 


The Smith & Wesson revolver sub- 


mitted is a radical departure in the re- 
volver patterns of that firm. All of 
their previous recent patterns have the 
automatic lock at the top of the bar- 
rel, which has been such a distinguish- 
ing-mark of the Smith & Wesson re- 
volvers. In the revolver to go'before 
the examining board this device has 
been done away with and a solid frame 
has been substituted. Heretofore the 
only complaint against the Smith & 
Wesson by army officers has been its 
lack of rigidity. In the new weapon 
that difficulty, if it ever existed, has 
been entirely overcome, and instead of 
breaking at the breech the chamber of 
the revolver falls over to the left when 
a small thumbscrew is pressed. The 
ejector is then struck with the left 
hand, and all the shells in the chamber 
are ejected simultaneously. From its 
action the weapon is known as the 
"hadid ejector," says the New York 
Sun. It is built much heavier than any 
previous revolver turned out by the 
company, the barrel being longer and 
the chamber also elongated to take the 
regulation .38 caliber revolver shells 
used by the government. The work of 
manufacturing the new revolver was 
begun by the company about six weeks 
ago, and upon the reopening of the 
shops work will be pushed forward. 


The Colt Manufacturing company is 


not inclined to discuss at length the 
points of the revolver they have sub- 
mitted in competition. 
It is said that 


the weapon has been changed from the 
type at present in use in the army in 
accordance with suggestions made by 
members of the board who investigat- 
ed it at the close of the Spanish war. 
These suggestions have been followed 
closely, and a number of springs have 
been eliminated, the general tendency 
of the changes being to, render the 
weapon more automatic. 


CHINESE VEGETABLES.

raised east of the Rockies was market- 
ed in South Clark vstreet, Chicago, a 
few days ago.

the Chinese equivalents for turnips, 
peas and cucumbers is a one acre tract 
of land in Forty-seventh street, near 
Kedzie avenue. 


The first vegetables grown in Chi- 


•cago by a Chinaman were recently 
picked and carried in two large bas- 
kets to South Clark street. When the 
news that green stuff such as they 
used to eat in faroff China was for 
sale, the folks of Chinatown came 
flocking, for the wily Hop Chang knew 
he had a monopoly and charged ac- 
cordingly, says the Chicago Times- 
Herald. 


"H'low muchee?" said a laundry- 


man, holding up a green looking vege- 
table about the size of a tomato whicu 
he called "gi-toi." 


"Fiftee cent," said Chang. 
The 


laundryman dropped it, remarking sor- 
rowfully something that sounded like 
"Oh, gee!" 


A rich Chinaman bought the vege- 


table, and in a few moments the en- 
tire stock was taken at extravag.ini 
prices by the epicures of the colony 
Hop Chang's crops are in a thriving 
condition and give' promise of .a., rich 
pecuniary harvest. 
He has sent to 


China for more seeds and certain farm- 
ing implements he deems essential to 
the best results in gardening. Other 
Chinamen will doubtless take up farm- 
Ing as a vocation since Chang has dem- 
onstrated its feasibility in this climate. 
Should the Chinese undertake vego 
table gardening in and about Chicajji, 
they would prove formidable rivals tc 
the Dutch and German gardeners, who 
pow,.n.ra.c,ticnlj,y monopolize the field.

Five Carloada of Material, Conrlit* 


ing Mostly of Llmewater Cry«t*l« 
and Colored Quartz Roclt, Will Be 
Used In Constructing tbe Cavern. 
History ol Black: H11I> Co.rio»lty. 
The Black Hills will have a cariosity, 


at the Paris exposition in the shape of 
a miniature of the Mammoth Crystal 
cave, which is situated in Elk creek 
canyon, about 25 mites southeast of 
Deadwood, S. D. J. G. Keith, one of 
the owners of the cave, according to a) 
special correspondent of the St. Loula 
Globe-Democrat, left Deadwood the 
other night for Paris to sign a contract 
with the exposition management for 
space. He has been given a room un- 
der the Eiffel tower, 50 by 75 feet, with 
a high ceiling. He will take over five 
carloads of material for the construc- 
tion of the cave, mostly limewater 
crystals and colored quartz rock, 
which will line the inside walls,of the 
cavern. The Mammoth Crystal cave 
made a great hit at the World's lTalr 
exposition, later at Atlanta and recent- 
ly at Antwerp. 


The Mammoth Crystal cave^was first 


discovered by the McBride brothers 
about 12 years ago while prospecting 
for a gold minejn an old tunnel in Elk 
creek canyon,? which had been exca- 
vated years before by an old pros- 
pector named Jacobs. 
One of the 


brothers noticed a strong current- of 
air blowing out through a hole in the 
side of^tSe tunnel, and further Investi- 
gation opened up a large chamber sev- 
ers! feet square. Since the first dis- 
covery the owners of the cave have 
beeii constantly opening up new cham- 
bers and making passageways, con- 
necting them until it is possible now 
to walk miles under ground, and not 
less than 200 chambers have been 
opened up. 


Fat Man's Misery Is the first cham- 


ber to be given a name. It is a very 
low, tortuous passageway that leads 
into a series of rooms beyond. 
Mold 


Chamber is a weird place, on account 
of the great quantities of thick, white 
mold, of delicate texture, very prolific 
in growth. The next room Is called 
the Menagerie, so called by reason of 
the different images of animals in 
ctone, the most realistic being the 
Arctic seals. Poverty Flat is a room 
about 60 by 250 feet, with a low ceil- 
ing. The room derives its name from 
the fact that the walls are destitute 
of crystals, being very smooth.and wa- 
ter worn. 
Notre Dame is the first 


chamber to show the fine box work of 
the cave. It is a delicate web work, 
brownish in color, a little coarser, per- 
haps, than th^box work of the famous 
Wind Cave. The room is about 60 by 
150, with a ceiling 30 feet high. 
A', 


distinguished visitor from Chicago had 
the honor of naming a large chamber 
after Calkins' gallery of Chicago. .With 
a little imagination a person can see 
a great many beautiful pictures on the 
walls and ceiling of the room. Whale 
Room contains some more of the men- 
agerie. 
There is a perfect image of 


a whale, whjch is 30 feet in length, 
with eyes, mouth, fins and everything 
in perfect order. Perched above the 
whale is the American eagle, life size, 
with wings outstretched. 


A descent of about 65 feet down Rip 


"Van Winkle's Stairway takes the vis- 
itor to the second level in the cave 
known commonly as the water level, 
lied Flats is passed through, the cham- 
ber being noted for its beautiful red 
crystals. In this chamber is the drip 
stone, a mammoth water crystal 4 
feet high and 2 feet at the base, which 
has been formed by the dripping of 
the water from the ceiling to the floor 
below. 


The Abode of the Fairies is the pride 


of the cave. 
Here are found the 


Keedles, Chimes, Cleopatra's Needle, 
the Bridal Veil and a number of other 
natural curiosities. One can easily 
imagine the old nursery stories to be 
true about the fairies' cave, with ru- 
bies and diamonds galore. Slab Room 
is a curious place. A\l of the crystals 
have fallen from the ceiling to the 
floor, leaving it bare and smooth. A 
new chamber has been opened recent- 
ly, which has been called Klondike 
Room. It is reached by a tortuous pas- 
sage called Chilkoot Pass, which is 165 
feet long. 


"Until recently the floor of the cham- 


ber was covered with water, but it has 
now all seeped away, leaving the floor 
covered with soft water crystals, called 
popcorn crystals, which make' the 
room the most beautiful in the cave. 
The crystals can be crushed in the 
hand, and it will be an interesting ex- 
periment to watch the slow hardening, 
which may take years or only months. 


Other places of interest to be visited 


are the World's Fair Grounds, Ribbon 
Room, Cathedral, Diamond Field and 
others. New chambers are being dis- 
covered and connected by passage- 
ways, and it would seem that only a 
small part of the wonderful cave has 
been discovered.

Railroad PaBMeucenof a Icar. 


The aggregate number of passen- 


gers carried during the year ending 
June 30, ISDS.as returned in the annual 
reports of railways, was 501,066,681, in- 
dicating an increase, as compared with 
the year ending June 30, 1S97, of 11,- 
621,483. The number of passengers car- 
ried one mile during the year was 13,- 
370,030,004, there being an, increase of 
1,122,990,357 as compared to the year pre- 
vious. The increased density of pas- 
senger traffic is shown by the fact that 
in 1S98 the number of passengers car- 
ried one mile per mile of line was 72- 
462, as compared wih 66,874 for the pre- 
vious year. The corresponding figure 
for 1803, however, was 83,809. The num- 
ber of tons of freight carried during the 
year was 879,006,307, there being an, in- 
crease of 137,300,361. The number of 
tons of freight carried one mile was 
114,077,576,305, which, compared with the 
previous year, shows the large increase 
of 18,938,554,080. The number of tons of 
freight carried one mile per mile- of 
line was 617,810, which is 98,731 greater 
than the corresponding item, for the 
year preceding. 


GICCMWE'S 


From It Give an Account of 


tbe Lieutenant's Imprisonment. 
At the fall of the last' Filipino capi- 


tal, San Isidro,'when'iColonel Summers 
entered the city with the Oregon and 
Minnesota troops, Sergeant Black and 
Corporal Harding of Company I, with 
a squad of Oregon and Minnesota 
troops, entered the prison and found a 
cipher message written on the wall by 
Lieutenant Gillmore of the Yorktown 
stating in what part of the cell under 
the stone floor would be found a letter 
written by himself and a diary, says 
the New York Herald. 


There was no signature to the diary, 


as it was broken off abruptly in the 
middle of a sentence. Several pages 
of the first part of the diary were 
missing. It is evident they referred to 
the writer's life from his capture on 
Jan. 27 to March 28, when the city of 
Malolos was taken by the Americans. 
The following are extracts from the 
diary without date: 


"Men, 
women and children all flee- 


ing from the advancing Americans. A 
couple of hours' march brought us to 
Quinga, where all the Spaniards and 
ourselves stopped for a rest in a con- 
vent. At 4 in the morning we were on 
the march again. About four 'hours' 
march brought us to the bank of a 
large river, and here we were ferried 
across in a large canoe. On the other 
side lay Balinag, our resting place for 
the night. We were taken into a eon- 
vent and put into a room about 6 by 
10, with nothing to sleep on but the 
floor and a litter covered with blood.

Plow the Population !• Deceived by 


Tale* at American Savagery—Gen- 
eral Plltu-'i WUh to Surrender. 
DisBension* of Filipino* — Ameri- 
can* Hampered by Defective Trans- 
portation. 
H. L. Wells, the New >York Post's 


correspondent, writing from San Isi- 
dro, P. I., under date of May 18 about 
the capture of that town, says: Here I 
am, at the extreme point of General 
Lawton's advance, the second capital 
of the Republlea Filipino, which the 
Americans have captured, with the re- 
pult of getting nothing but an empty 
shell. The Insurgent army is still "just 
jOhead" of us, and the Spanish and 
American prisoners, to release whom 
Jis the chief object of oxsr long dash 
jinto the interior,, are still "farther on," 
but not so far -as they, were a few 
days ago. 


San Isidro is the capital of Neneve 


'Ecija province and the largest town in 
this section of the island. It lies along 
the east bank of the Rio Grande de 
jPampanga and is composed of the 
three connecting barrios of Pactoria, 
San Isidro and Batuan. When Malolos 
was threatened, the insurgent seat of 
government was removed to this place, 
which was at that time believed to lie 
'beyond the farthest possible advance 
of the American forces. Indeed, it was 
not believed by the Filipinos that even 
Malolos could be taken, but the leaders 
^d not have so much confidence in the 
ivalor of the Filipino army and remov- 
ed the capital. 
v 


They have systematically and unre- 


mittingly deceived the people and their 
soldiers, but since the first reverse 
around Manila they have not deceived 
themselves, as their removal of capital, 
'prisoners, supplies, articles, etc., to 
points farther into the interior amply 
proves. Every defeat has been herald- 
ed as a Filipino victory in the official 
paper, the Heraldo de Revolucion. 
.Copies of the paper captured from time 
to time show how the ignorant natives 
have been lied to in order to keep them 
in sympathy with the rebellion. 


The American losses have been tre- 


mendously exaggerated. Our own re- 
ports of the losses of the enemy are 
'somewhat highly colored, suggesting 
thfi Spanish general and his typewrit- 
er, but the Filipino reports are monu- 
ments of inveracity. For instance, the 
'second day after the battle of Malabon 
the Heraldo claimed a great victory, 
although tbe rebel troops "retired to 
take up a better position," as if a bet- 
ter position could be found in Luzon 
than the magnificent trenches they de- 
serted in a panic when the Americans 
charged them. It also said that the 
'Americans had lost 4,000 killed and 
•saany wounded, while the Filipinos 
had only 60 killed and 260 wounded. 
Other issues stated that the American 
sildiers had mutinied and would not 
fight and tl'it thousands of them bad 
been imprisoi ed on that account; that 
the only way v.hey were made to fight 
was to get them drunk, when they 
would fight -wildly and to little pur- 
pose, and that the Americans killed 
men, 
women and children. 


The falsity of a part of these asser- 


tions both the Filipino soldiers and 
people now know. 
They are fully 


aware that they are gaining no vic- 
tories, but are being defeated almost 
daily and are being steadily driven 
back from the valley to the mountains, 
but they still believe In the savagery 
and ferocity of the American soldiers. 
Upon no other theory can the whole- 
sale desertion of their homes by the 
people as the army advances be ex- 
plained. Fully 300,000 persons have 
fled from the region over which our 
[troops have advanced, not a quarter of 
whom have as yet returned to their 
homes. The towns captured the last 
two weeks by Lawton's command had 
a population aggregating 100,000, and 
today but a few stragglers can be seen. 
These people have fled for safety 
from personal violence through terror 
inspired by the lies of the leaders of 
the rebellion and by the stories of the 
fierceness in battle of the Americans, 
related by Aguinaldo's soldiers.

Of the demoralization of the enemy 


there can be to tfoubt, but he is en- 
abled yet'to hold tuaoagb of 'his army 
together to interpose between us and 
the Spanish and American prisoners he 
keeps pushing farther and farther into 
the interior as we advance. The limit 
of possible 'advance this season has 
about been reached, and yet a sur- 
render of these prisoners has not been 
forced. They are Aguinaldo's trump 
card, and he concentrates all his en- 
ergies 
upon holding them. 
Spain 


would pay §7,000,000 for them if the 
United States .would permit How long 
shall we be able to satisfy the world 
that this ought not to be done if we 
admit our own inability to secure their 
release? With better army transpor- 
tation we could push right on and ei- 
ther force a surrender or drive the 
Filipinos into the mountains with their 
prisoners, where they could neither 
feed nor shelter them. They would 
then have to surrender them, turn 
them loose, starve ttam or massacre 
them outright, and it is uncertain 
which course they would pursue. How- 
ever, our transportation is wretched 
and has hampered our movements 
from the first. With proper transpor- 
tation and an energetic campaign we 
could have been bore two months ago, 
with ten weeks of good campaigning 
weather ahead of us, but no prepara- 
tion was made for this war until after 
it began. 


No cessati&n of hostilities, no return- 


ing of soldiers and refugees to their 
homes and even no surrender of troops 
can be called an end of the war with- 
out possession by the United States of 
the arms of the insurrectos. That is 
why ?30 is offered for each gun turned 
in. We could well afford to pay ?300,- 
000 gold for 20,000 guns in this way. 
So long as the arms are in the posses- 
sion of the natives conditions will re- 
main unsettled, and the confidence 
requisite for commerce and industry 
cannot exist. No one would want to 
invest money in developing the re- 
sources of the island with a possible 
Insurrection- every year. 


Personally, I have little confidence 


in an early satisfactory ending of this 
war, even should a formal surrender of 
Aguinaldo's army and the Spanish and 
American prisoners take place. The 
insurgent army consists of two classes, 
the regulars and the armed populace, 
tt is chiefly the latter who have de- 
serted or quit fighting. They are un- 
doubtedly terribly afraid of the Ameri- 
cans and have had all the fighting 
they want for a time, and yet, should 
occasion offer, I should expect to see 
them bring their arms out from hiding 
and join again in an attack on some 
exposed place. They certainly may be 
counted upon to lend aid and comfort 
to such of their brethren as continue 
a guerrilla struggle. ' The difficulty 
of differentiating is very great. There 
is no way to tell hostiles from peaceful 
citizens when all dress alike and all 
claim to be "amigos" and all wear that 
oriental smile that is "childlike and 
bland." Until the people themselves 
recognize the fact that insurrection 
and brigandage are injuring their own 
material interests and determine to 
stop it for their own welfare an end 
may not be expected, and it is hoped 
that only a few months of American 
rule will teach them this lesson. 


As I write, negotiations are in prog- 


ress between General Lawton and 
General Gregorio del Pilar, command- 
ing the rebel troops in this district. 
Several days ago Pilar sent in an offi- 
cer with an offer to surrender if he 
could take his army to Manila to sur- 
render it. The messenger was sent to 
| Manila and returned with a letter from 
General Otis to the effect that uncondi- 
tional surrender was the only terms 
that would be considered. Since then 
we have driven Pilar out of San Mig- 
uel and San Isidro, killed and wound- 
ed many of bis soldiers and still more 
demoralized his army. It may be that 
his desire for a threatrical display will 
cause him to hold out still longer. The 
Spanish idea of preserving honor by 
some display or other has a strong 
hold upon the Tagalog general, as well 
as the usual love of primitive races 
for ceremonies. 


Spaniards here assure us that Agul- 


naldo and half a dozen prominent Fili- 
pino statesmen and generals were beie

NEW PEST ATTACKS COTTON 


Attempt to Find a Remedy For a 


Fnn($us That Alarms Planters. 


Within a few years a new and very 


serious disease has appeared in the 
cotton fields of the south. It has 
spread with rapidity and threatens to 
ruin the cotton iudustry iu certain re- 
gions unless some method of combat- 
ing it is discovered. The disease is due 
to a fungus which attacks the roots, 
causing the plant to wither and die. 
It has been most destructive in the vi- 
cinity of Charleston and on the adjoin- 
ing islands, where most of the sea is- 
land .cotton is grown. So widespread 
have been <he ravages of this disease 
that a number of planters in the cotton 
producing states, including most of the 
growers of sea island cotton, have pe- 
titioned the United States department 
of agriculture at Washington, both di- 
rectly and through their representa- 
tives in congress, to send an expert to 
study the disease and suggest methods 
of prevention or cure. The department 
of agriculture has attacked the prob- 
lem and appointed William A. Orton,.

NEW WATER POWER ERA. I 


Engineer Johnston's Invention Near 


Seattle Started Successfully. 


The other day marked a new era in 


•water power rnachiasiiry, for the Sno- 
qualmie cycloiclal mortar received wa- 
ter on it for the first time at the great 
power electric transmission plant of 
the Snoqualmie Falls Power company 
at 
Snoqualmie falls, 30 miles from 


Seattle. The wheel, an entirely new 
and original design in hydraulics, is 
the invention of Thomas T. Johnston, 
chief engineer of the company and of 
the Chicago drainage canal commis- 
sion. 


When the great valve was opened, 


admitting the water, the machinery 
began to turn without a hitch. The 
water wheels and dynamos are located 
in a huge underground cavern excavat- 
ed out of the solid rock at the level of 
the river below the falls, says the Chi-' 
cago Times-Herald. Twelve thousand 
aorsepower, the initial installation, 
supplies all the industrial and commer- 
cial needs of Seattle and Tacoma at 
present. Most of the output is rented, 
and enterprises in that section have an, 
auspicious future. 
Lines have been 


built into Seattle, 30, and Tacoma, 44 
miles, the steel and stone distributing 
stations nearing completion. 


The water wheels attained an effi-, 


ciency of 92 per cent. Seattle is boast-' 
ing of the best power plant in the 
world, and President Bailer is receiv- 
ing congratulations of friends. W. 1. 
Baker, a Chicago capitalist, is the 
principal investor in the enterprise.

NOW THE STRANGLING BUG. 


Insect Captured at Media, Pa., Killed 


a Mouse. 


One of the so called strangling bugs,

FATHER MORAN IS DEAD 


Pastor of St Thomas' Church in Adams 
and Church of Assumption in Chesnire 


The death of Rev. Denis C. Moran at 


the parochial residence o£ St. Thomas 
parish, Adams, yesterday morning re- 
moves one of the prominent pastors 
of Northern Berkshire. 


Rev. 
Mr. Moran had been in failing 


health since last December. About that 
time he suffered from a. severe cold 
followed by an attack of the grip, 
which'brought on general and serious 
debility. From this he rallied in a 
great degree, owing to his powerful 
physique, and it was thought that the 
lull restoration of his health was only 
a matter of time. The happy expec- 
tations were not realized and Rev. Mr. 
Moran found it necessary to relinquish 
his pastoral duties and seek rest. He 
made a visit to Lakewood, N. J., re- 
turning at Easter time not much im- 
proved. The return home seemed to 
have a greater improving effect upon 
him than his vacation and there was 
again bright hopes for his full and per- 
manent recovery. But the gain was 
only temporary and in May, Rev. Mr. 
Moran returned to Lakewood where, it 
was thought, a longer stay would 
prove very beneficial. He remained at 
Lakewood until about five weeks ago. 
He returned in a condition of feeble-

ness that was alarming to his friends 
and parishoners and caused them to 
fear that his health would never re- 
gain its wonted strength. 
He was 


home but a day or two when he was 
compelled to take to his bed and his 
condition since that time was one of 
slow and certain decline. Dr. H. W. 
Holmes was his medical attendant and 
Drs. Paddock 
of Pittsfleld and Van 


Derveer of Albany, N. T., were called 
in consultation. In addition to these 
some medical friends from Providence, 
R. I, called upon him and gave him 
the benefit of their advice. But the 
best of medical skill and the tenderest 
of nursing were unable to stay the 
failing health and the end came yes- 
terday morning at 4 o'clock. 


The news of the death of the Rev. 


Mr. Moran was depressing intelligence 
to the people of Adams and to the 
Northern Berkshire community. Not 
advanced in vears, a specimen of most 
vigorous manhood, it was not generally 
believed that the end of his life could 
have been so near through it had been 
known that he was most seriously ill. 
There was to the last minute a hope of 
regained health for him and the death 
tidings carne as a shock to the people. 
They meant the breaking of strong ties 
of friendship as well as thesunderingof 
a kind and thoughtful pastor's relation- 
ship to the many hundreds who com- 
pose St. Thomas parish. 
They sad- 


dened many persons of all faiths, for 
Rev. Mr. Moran by his strong and 
likable traits had won the deep re- 
spect and high regard of many who are 
not of the Roman church. The expres- 
sion? of regret were general and the 
evidences of deep grief numerous. To 
some a co-laborer for the common good 
lead passed away. To others a friend 
had gone, and to the members of the 
parish over which he had faithfully 
ministered for years a sniritual ad- 
viser, a comforter, a source of solace !n 
an hour of woe had passed from the 
span of their earthly lives. 


In any estimate of the life and char- 


acter of Rev. Mr. Moran his larger lite 
as pastor must of necessity be imper- 
fectly touched. 
The priest's life *s 


not the life of ostentation, or a life for 
the public eye. It is a life in the 
private, secret and sacred lives of men 
and women, after "which no stranger 
foot may tread and in which no stran- 
ger hand may be laid. It is enough for 
us to know that there was great kind- 
ness in his heart, controlling honesty 
in all his purposes and that in his pas- 
toral responsibilities he always' re- 
membered the sanctity of the priestly 
office and endeavored to approch his 
high conception of it. The stroke of 
grief that wrings his parish and the 
spontaneous words of love and praise 
that spring from those who knew him 
best and tested him most are more to 
be valued as an endorsement of his 
worth than any wofds that might be- 
said in eulogy. Rev. Mr. Moran was a 
man of proven executive ability, a 
strong friend, a fearless opponent, a 
man tending to the stern and rugged 
type. His executive ability is witnessed 
to in the work of church and parish 
building that he has left behind him in 
this diocese. In Adams he raised his 
parish nut from under a burdensome 
debt and founded it a beautiful church 
home, which is one of the most valu- 
able church properties in this section. 
He was Indefatigable in his labors to 
accomplish this and the effort and care 
which they involved were a wearing 
force upon his health and life. 
But 


this beautiful and adequate ho.use of 
worship will be his great material mon- 
ument in Adams. But Adams alone is 
not the beneficiary of his constructive 
ability. A record of his labors disclose 
that other parishes worship in edifices 
made possible by his labors. 
As a 


friend Mr.. Moran was stanch and true. 
The veneer of certain conventions was 
oftentimes broken through by his gen- 
erous impulses and the load of many 
lives made lighter by his kind, cour- 
ageous encouragements. His charac- 
ter made him the proverbial friend In 
need. Associated with this trait was 
his outspokenness and fearlessness. His 
opinion was freely given, too freely the 
politician would say, but none were 
ever In doubt as to his attitude. If he 
thought

no-license, he stepped out boldly and 
took the front. And whatsoever he op- 
posed folt the sting of his sarcasm, and 
tho biting of his satire, both of whlcn 
he was almost a master. His personal 


strength, imperturbabiltjt and keenness 
of comment and retort were often, mis.- 
taken for a sternness and harshness of 
character? But underneath thei appar- 
ently immovable and not too sympa- 
thetic exterior there was a, warmth of 
kindness, a tide of generosity and a 
breadth of charity whjch never failed to 
come to the surface on occasion foe 
that need. He was loyal to his opin- 
ions and conceptions, impatient of hy- 
pocrisy or vain show and intolerant of 
the weakness of futile compromise and 
of the softness of the easy life. He was 
not perfect, but he was essentially 
good, and this much was much indeed. 
If at times he was inclined to be censo- 
rious he was censorious for the right 
as he saw it, the unadorned, rugged vir- 
tues. He was hospitable, philanthropic 
and true. 


Rev. Denis C. Moran, pastor of St. 


Thomas' church at Adams and of the 
Church of the Assumption at Cheshire, 
was born in Tuffan, county Kilkenney, 
Ireland, June 11, 1841. He received his 
early education in schools at Waterford, 
first in the Christian brothers' school 
and later in St. John's college. After 
coming to this country in, 1859, Father 
Moran entered Holy Cross college at 
Worcester, from which he was gradu- 
ated June 3, 1862, taking the highest 
honors of his class. He then went to 
Paris and began his theological studies 
in the college of St. Sulfice. After two 
yearsi of study there he returned to 
Ireland and entered St. Patrick's col- 
lege at Carlow. He was ordained to 
the priesthood a.t thiss place Novem- 
ber 5, 1865. He returned to America in 
1S66 and was -assigned as curate to the 
parish of Ware, where his uncle, Rev. 
William Moran was pastor. After five 
months of efficient work 
in Ware, 


Father Moram was transferred to a 
curate's place at Lowel.l- His ability 
was recognized at once and in two years 
he was made pastor St. Mary's church 
at Uxbridge, in which parish the towns 
of Whitingville and East Douglas were 
also included. During his thre? years 
of service in these places he 
built 


churches in Whitingville and East 
Douglas and a parsonage at Uxbridge. 
From Uxbriuge Father Moran was 
transferred to the large parish of Win- 
chendon, including- beside Winchen- 
don, 
the towns of Gardner, Ashburn- 


ham and Westminster. He loft' mon- 
uments to his memory in the shape of 
churches at 
Gardner, 
Ashburnham 


and Winchendon. 
The laic Bishop 


O'Rielly transferred him from these 
places after eight and one-half y&ars 
of pastorate in January. 1880, to Ad- 
ams, 
to succeed Rev. Father TilcCourt, 


who died a short time before. 


The body was. placed in St. Thomas' 


church this afternoon and will remain 
in state until Wednesday. The various 
Catholic societies of the town have ap- 
pointed members to be guards over the 
body while it is in the church. There 
will be masses Yi'pdnesday morning- at 
4.45, 7.30 and 10 o'clock. The latter will 
be a solemn high mass of requiem: the 
eulogy will be preached by Rev. R. S. 
J. Burke of Holyoke. The body will be 
taken to Winchendon for burial. The 
various Catholic societies will march 
in a body to the depot, and the body 
will be brought on the 2.19 o'rlr-ok train 
Wednesday afternoon to this city, and 
from here taken to.Winchendon, where 
a requiem mass will be celebrated at 
the church, where he was former pas- 
tor. 
The interment will be in the 


burial lot where Fr. Moran's brother is 
buried.

FATHER KORAN IS DEAD 


Pastor of St Thomas' Church in Adams 
and Church of Assumption in Chesnire 


The death ot Rev. Dents C. Moran at 


the parochial residence of St. Thomas 
parish, Adams, yesterday morning re- 
moves one of the prominent pastors 
of Northern Berkshire. 


Eev. llr. Morr _v had been in failing 


health since last December. About that 
time he suffered from a severe cold 
followed by an attack of the grip, 
which'brought on general and serious 
debility. 
From this he rallied in a 


great degree, owing to his powerful 
physique, and it was thought that the 
full restoration of his health was only 
a matter ot time. The happy expec- 
tations were not realized and Rev. Mr. 
Moran found it necessary to relinquish 
his pastoral duties and seek rest. He 
made a visit to Lakewood. N. X, re- 
turning at Easter time not much im- 
proved. The return home seemed to 
have a greater improving effect upon 
him than his vacation and there was 
again bright hopes for his full and per- 
manent recovery. But the gain was 
only temporary and in May, Rev. Mr. 
Moran returned to Lakewood where, it 
was thought, a longer stay would 
prove very beneficial. He remained at 
Lakewood until about five weeks ago. 
He returned in a condition of feeble-

ness that was alarming to his friends 
and parishoners and caused them to 
fear that his health would never re- 
gain its wonted strength. 
He was 


home but a day or two when he was 
compelled to take to his bed and" his 
condition since that time was one of 
slow and certain decline. Dr. H.' "W. 
Holmes was his medical attendant and 
Drs. Paddock of Pittsfleld and Van 
Derveer of Albany, N. Y., were called 
in consultation. In addition to these 
some medical friends from Providence, 
R. I, called upon him and gave him 
the benefit of their advice. But the 
best of medical skill and the tenderest 
of nursing were unable to stay the 
failing health and the end came yes- 
terday morning at 4 o'clock. 


The news of the death of the Rev. 


Mr. Moran was depressing intelligence 
to the people of Adams and to the 
Northern Berkshire community. Not 
advanced in jjears, a specimen of most 
vigorous manhood, it was not generally 
believed that the end of his life could 
have been so near through it had been 
known that he was most sc.iously ill. 
There was to the last minute a hope of 
regained health for him and the death 
tidings came as a shock to the people. 
They meant the breaking of strong ties 
of friendship as well as thesunderingof 
a kind and thoughtful pastor's relation- 
ship to the many hundreds who com- 
pose St. Thomas parish. They sad- 
dened many persons of all faiths, for 
Rev. Mr. Moran by his strong and 
likable traits had won the deep re- 
spect and high regard of many who are 
not of the Roman church. The expres- 
sions' of regret were general and the 
evidences of deep grief numerous. To 
some a co-laborer for the common good 
Lad passed away. To others a, friend 
r-ad gone, and to the members of the 
parish over which he had faithfully 
ministered for years a spiritual ad- 
viser, a comforter, a source of solace in 
an hour of woe had passed from the 
span of their earthly lives. 


In any estimate of the life and char- 


acter of Rev. Mr. Moran his larger life 
as pas=tor must of necessity be imper- 
fectly touched. 
The priest's life 's 


not the life of ostentation, or a life for 
the public eye. It is a life in the 
private, secret and sacred lives of men 
and women, after which no stranger 
foot may tread and in which no stran~ 
ger hand may be laid. It is enough for 
us to know that there was great kind- 
ness in his heart, controlling honesty 
in all his purposes and that in his pas- 
toral responsibilities 
he always' re- 


membered the sanctity of the priestly 
office and endeavored to approch his 
high conception ot- it. The stroke of 
grief that wrings his parish and the 
spontaneous words of, love and praise 
that spring from those who knew him 
best and tested him most are more to 
be valued as an endorsement of his 
worth than any wofds that might be- 
said in eulogy. Rev. Mr. Moran was a 
man of proven executive ability, a 
strong friend, a fearless opponent, a 
man tending to the stern, and rugged 
type. His executive ability is witnessed 
to in the work of church and parish 
building that he has left behind him in 
this diocese. In Adams he raised his 
parish out from under a burdensome 
debt and founded it a beautiful church 
home, which is one of the most valu- 
able church properties in this section. 
He was indefatigable in his labors to 
accomplish this and the effort and care 
which they involved were a wearing 
force upon his health and life. 
But 


this beautiful and adequate ho.use of 
worship will be his great material mon- 
ument in Adams. But Adams alone is 
not the beneficiary of his constructive 
ability. A record of his labors disclose 
that other parishes worship in edifices 
made possible by his labors. As a 
friend Mr.. Moran was stanch and true. 
The veneer of certain conventions was 
oftentimes broken through by his gen- 
erous impulses and the load of many 
lives made lighter by his kind, cour- 
ageous encouragements. 
His charac- 


ter made him the proverbial friend In 
need. Associated with this trait was 
his outspokenness and fearlessness. His 
opinion was freely given, too freely the 
politician would say, but none were 
ever In doubt as to his attitude. If he 
thought 
it 
his 
duty 
to 
oppose 


the 
established 
order, 
as 
In 


the 
well-remembered 
fight 
tov 


no-license, he stepped out boldly and 
took the front. And whatsoever he op- 
posed folt the sting of his aarcasm and 
tho bitinjar of his satire, both of whicn 
he was almost a master. His personal 


strength, imperturbabiltj: and keenness 
of comment and retort were often mis- 
taken for a sternness and harshness of 
character? But underneath thei appar- 
ently immovable and not too sympa- 
thetic exterior there was a warmth of 
kindness, a tide of generosity and a 
breadth of charity whjch never failed to 
come to the surface* on occasion for 
that need. HP was loyal to his opin- 
ions and conceptions, impatient of hy- 
pocrisy or vain show and intolerant of 
the weakness of futile compromise and 
of the softness of the easy life. He was 
not perfect, but he was essentially 
good, and this much was much indeed. 
If at times he was inclined to be censo- 
rious he was censorious for the right 
as he saw it, the unadorned, rugged vir- 
tues. He was hospitable, philanthropic 
and true. 


Rev. Denis C. Moran, pastor of St. 


Thomas' church at Adams and of the 
Church of the Assumption at Cheshire, 
was born in Tuffan, county Kilkenney, 
Ireland, June 11, 1841. He received his 
early education in schools at "Waterford, 
first in the' Christian brothers' school 
and later in St. John's college. After 
coming to this country in 1859, Father 
Moran entered Holy Cross college at 
Worcester, from which he was gradu- 
ated June 3, 1862, taking the highest 
honors of his class. He then went to 
Paris and began his theological studies 
in the college of St. Sulfice. After two 
years of study there- he returned to 
Ireland and entered St. Patrick's col- 
lege at Carlow. He was ordained to 
the priesthood a,t this* place Novem- 
ber 5, 1865. He returned to America in 
1866 and was assigned as curate to the 
parish of Ware, where his uncle, Rev. 
William Moran was pastor. After five 
months of efficient work 
in Ware, 


Father Moram was transferred to a 
curate's place at Lowel.l- His ability 
was recognized at once and in two. years 
he was made pastor St. Mary's church 
at Uxbridge, in which parish the towns 
of Whitingville and East Douglas were 
also included. During his thre? years 
of service in these places he 
built 


churches in Whitingville and East 
Douglas and a parsonage at Uxbridge. 
From Uxbridge Father Moran was 
transferred to the large parish of Win- 
chendon, including beside Winchen- 
don, 
the towns of Gardner, Ashburn- 


ham and Westminster. He left' mon- 
uments to his memory in the shape of 
churches1 at 
Gardner, 
Ashburnbam 


and Winchendon. 
The late Bishop 


O'Rielly transferred him from these 
places after eight and one-half years 
of pastorate in January. 1880, to Ad- 
ams, to succeed Rev. Father "McCourt, 
who died a short time before. 


The body was placed in St. Thomas' 


church this afternoon and will remain 
in state until Wednesday. The vai'ious 
Catholic societies of the town have ap- 
pointed members to be guards over the 
body while it is in the church.

REMINISCENCE OF WAR, 


Alger Tells of Transporta- 


tion of Spaniards, 


Washington, July 24.—secretary Alger 


is in receipt of a great number of lettors 
and Uiegrams from persons in every 
station in life, all touching upon his re- 
tirement from the cabinet. So numer- 
ous are the communications on this sub- 
ject that the secretary finds himself 
physically unable to make proper sepa- 
rate responses to all of them. Therefore, 
he has requested the Associated Press 
to convey to the writers and senders an 
achno\\ lodgment of his deep apprecia- 
tion of the sentiments expressed. 


Secretary Alger has always felt a 


pride in the success with which the war 
department met the problem thrust 
upon it by the necessity with which it 
was suddenly confronted during1 the war 
with Spain of suddenly disposing of the 
Spanish prisoners captured in Santiago, 
province. 
The history of that time has 


not been fully told, and it remained for 
Secretary Alger to supply the need, by 
the following bit of reminiscence, given 
out yesterday: 


"On the night of July 9,1S9S, the pres- 


ident asked me what, in my judgment,, 
we should do with the Spanish prisoners 
of Santiago after their capture. 
The 


matter had received very much thought 
from the president and myself, but no 
definite conclusion had been reached. 
I then suggested to the president that 
Galveston would be the best place tn 
thp United States, in my Judgment, 
where we could send them; that it was 
away from the coast line travel, a good 
harbor; that there would be plenty of 
room for camping them, and -that its 
climate would be as nearly similar to 
that of Santiago as we could probably 
select. 
This seemed to meet his ap- 


proval, as. it was only a question of 
time, o'f course, when their 
capture 


would be effected. 1 went to rny home, 
as nearly as I can remember, about 2 
o'clock in the morning, and being too 
tired to sleep, I lay awake for a while, 
but finally doz_ed off. I awoke at day- 
break, and my first thought was con- 
cerning the Spanish prisoners, and the 
new idea came into my head: 'Why not 
send them back to Spain?' 


"This thought impressed me so deeply 


that I formulated my plan, and on the 
morning of July 10, instead of going to 
the department directs I went to the 
White House and lalol the new plan 
before the president, saying that it 
would be an unprecedented procedure 
and a most gracious" act; that to ship 
the prisoners at Galveston would be 
half the distance; that we should have 
to clothe, shelter, guard and feed them 
there, and no doubt have to ship them 
back to Spain in the end. I also stated 
that I believed that It woifld be a 
great inducement to the Spaniards to 
surrender, which General Shatter af- 
terwards assured me was the effect. 


"The president readily approved the 


plan, and on the same day I cabled Gen- 
eral Shatter as follows* 
'Should the 


Spaniards 
surrender unconditionally 


and -nish to return to Spain, they will 
be sent back direct at the expense of 
the United States government." 


"Upon receiving this, on^iuly 1], Gen-

London, Ky.. July 24.—The gravity of 


the situation at Manchester and gener- 
ally throughout Clay county cannot 1>e 
over-estimated. Many non-conYbatants 
have left their homes, abandoning their 
crops, and as many others as can wllj 
leave soon. Even here in London the in- 
security is felt to such an extent that 
some families are leaving. Both parties 
are mustering arinprl forces for march- 
ing into Manchester. The Phllpots have 
52 armed horsemen and no one knows 
how many footmen. The Moreys and 
Griffin faction also have a large force. 
The Philpots say the latter Includes the 
White-Howard faction. On the other 
hand, the Moreys faction say that the 
Bakers have made common cause with 
the Philpots. Both sides will march 
fully armed into Manchester to attend 
the trial of the Bhilpots accused of kill- 
ing Aaron Morris and others. 


The feud which has raged for years 


between the Baker and White-Howard 
factions has been one of this most deadly 
that Kentucky has ever known. It is 
eitimated that it has cost 50 or CO lives. 
But the indications now are that with 
the reinforcements secured by both sides 
the battles of the past were slmiply 
child's play compared with those that 
are coming. 


Many expect that Manchester will .be 


the scene of frightful slaughter. The 
trial of the Philpots for the killing of 
Aaron Morris and others is to come up 
today, and they are expected to inarch 
some hundreds of men armed to the 
teeth into town to attend the trial. On 
the other hand, the Whites, Howards, 
Moreys and Griffins will probably have 
fully as large a force, and when the two 
parties meet, then bullets will fly like 
hail. The Philpots have close to 60 
armed horsemen, and no one knows how 
many footmen. They can muster some 
hundreds altogether. 


The Bakers can muster quite a good 


number of men. On the other side the 
White-Howard faction has a large num- 
ber of horse and footmen, fully armed, 
and the Griffins and Moreys will bring 
them valuable reinforcements. 


Goyernor Bradley is at a loss to know 


what to do, and it seems that the citi- 
zens here -nil! be left to fight it out 


When the Philpots rode into town 


Friday 50 strong and demanded of the 
county authorities a, trial for killing the 
Griffins and Aaron Morris, the Whites 
were conspicuous by their 
absence. 


Every man carried a rifle or a shotgun 
besides a big revolver, and all were 
ready for and looking for a fight with the 
Whites an& Howards. 


Their guns were not demanded, and 


the business of rhe court was carried 
on with all holding firmly to their 
weapons. The trial was put off until 
today. 


The Philpots are friendly to strangers. 


They fight in the open, and it is said of 
them they never leave a foe living after 
he has killed one of their number. 


The-hou.se of Solomon Griffin, in Laurel 
lounty, was riddled with bullets Satur- 
lay night, and the family escaped being 
:illed by lying fiat on the floor. Solo- 


mon Griffin is the father of Harvey Grif- 
fin, who was killed in the battle with the 
Philpots. 


There has been bad feeling between 


the Philpots and Whites ever since the 
killing of "Jim Crow" Philpot by Aaron 
Morns, for the Whites went on Morris' 
bond at that time, and the Philpots have 
never forgiven them for taking the part 
of a man who had killed a member of 
their family. 


In one precinct of this county every 


voter is either a Philpot or is related to 
one, and it is estimated that the entire 
family and connections number not less 
than 750. The men are all adepts in the 
use of the rifle and revolver, and, being 
fearless, they will make all the fighting 
the Howards and Whites want. 


The situation in Clay county is about 


as bad as could be imagine*!. The people 
are in the most abject terror, and at 
times the citizens seem to foe possessed 
of an epidemic of nervousness.
